MAGNET USED TO 
REMOVE NEEDLE 
FROM GIRL'S THROAT 


BRITAIN SELLS TURKEY 
500 FIGHTER 'PLANES 


LONDON —The Ministry of Supply 
confirmed a report that 500 British 
fighter ’planes have been sold to 
Turkey and are being delivered by 
R.A.F. pilots. The sale was under¬ 
stood to be connected closely with 
the proposed American loan to Tur¬ 
key. 

Spitfires. Mosquitos and Beaufight- 
ers were included among the ’planes 
sold. Some had been declared obso¬ 
lete. but none was on the British list 
of “surplus” 'planes. 


PITTSBURGH. — A three-quarter 
inch magnet, suspended by a string 
down the throat of a 16*year-old girl, 
painlessly removed a two-inch sewing 
needle she had swallowed, doctors at 
the University of Pittsburgh Medical 
School reported. 

The unidentified girl, a patient of 
Western State Psychiatric Institute 
here, accidentally swallowed the 
needle. 

Pitt medical attaches said surgery 
was impossible because the girl has 
diabetes. Doctors got in touch with 
Westinghouse Electric Corp. scien¬ 
tists. who compounded the magnet 
out of a new metal alloy.

A LARUE NUMBER OF SHORTAGES which were experienced because 
of the war are disappearing gradually, as production returns to normal lev¬ 
els. Some things, however, continue to be in very short supply, and food has 
remained high on the list of things which are still scarce. In Canada we 
have been fortunate in having had no acute food shortage at any time, but 
lack of certain items has caused considerable inconvenience both to produc¬ 
ers and to consumers. For some time now there has been a marked shortage 
of tats and oils, in edible form, in the form of soap, and in products used 
for industrial purposes. This condition is not a local one. but is a part of a 
chronic world shortage of fats and oils, the seriousness of which is illustrat¬ 
ed by the fact that last year, the world production was estimated at some 
3.000.000 metric tons, as compared with the annual pre-war output of 6.500,- 
000 tons.

Adding to the gravity of the situation is the great 
increase in the need for fats and oils, because of 
the growing population and greater industrial ac¬ 
tivity in many countries. Linseed flax alone, sta¬ 
tistics show, was produced last year in sufficient quantity to supply only 
fifty-eight per cent, of the demand for it. At the present rate of consumption 
experts believe that it will be three or four years before the world supply 
will be equal to the amount of fats and oils now required to meet the needs 
of all the nations. If the situation in Canada is to be improved in the near 
future authorities on agriculture are of the ppinion that a great deal more 
flax seed and linseed must be produced here and thrown into the world pool. 
This would give Canada bargaining power to obtain fats and oils which can¬ 
not be produced at home.

2 teaspoons soft butter

i one of limited experience, arc plant¬ 
ing far too much too soon and not 
planting enough in late May and 
June. During the first warm weeks 
. of spring practically every human 
being has the urge to get out and dig. 
He rushes to the nearest seed store, , 
gets supplies and is liable to put in 1 
a whole lot of things which should 
never be planted until the soil and 
air warm up permanently. 

Such a course usually results in 
loss and discouragement. Peas, grass 
seed and a few hardier flowers and 
vegetables don't mind quite a lot of \ 
cold and wet, but the great majority 
'of plants do. 

This too-early plantng, also, has 
another disadvantage. Usually all 
seed or space is used up too soon and 
i even if weather is favorable the re¬ 
sult is too many vegetables ready for 
, the table in July, not nearly enough 
coming along in August and Septem¬ 
ber. The experienced gardener will 
always divide his seed into at least 
three parts, risking the first a little 
ahead of the regular planting time, 
putting in the second about the 
normal time, and saving the last un- 
, til at least two or three weeks after 
that. This gives him a continuous 
supply of the very freshest vegetables 
right through the season. 

Keep Planting 

At the risk of repetition too much 
stress cannot be laid on continuous 
planting of the standard vegetables 
i like lettuce, radish, beans, carrots, 
beets, corn, etc. All of these will taste 
much better when they just begin to 
, reach proper maturity. Most of them, 
especially the beans, lettuce, corn and 
, such things, begin to get tough if left 
too long. The only way to assure a I 
| proper succession is to keep planting 
, them. It is far better, old gardeners 1 
say, to have several rows of them j 
coming on two week s apar t than ajll 

at one time. In moat part* of Canada I

One of the best treatments, of course, 
is plenty of barnyard manure, but 
this is not always available and es¬ 
pecially so in urban locations. Good 
substitutes are vegetable refuse like 
tops of beets, carrots, pea pods, lawn 
clippings, etc., or specially sown 
green og|s, rye or clover dug or plow¬ 
ed under. With clay this opens up the 
soil and makes it more easily work¬ 
able, less inclined to bake. With sandy 
ground, the manure or vegetable ma¬ 
terial adds strength and helps it re- 
' tain moisture. 2721

We have now adjusted the celling 
on rents. The landlord, the man at 
the end of the line has at last got 
permission to charge us more. 

1 dropped Into a news-stand the 
other day to buy my favorite mental 
pablum, one of the Ottawa dally pap¬ 
ers. A front pace headline pointed 
out that rental ceilings were going 
to be shifted. "That’’, said I to the 
man behind the counter, "is good 
news.” He gave me a wicked look. I 
took It on the chin and didn’t blink 
an eye. 

"Well", I said to him, when 1 got 
my breath, "we haven’t had an In- 
urease In rents since the outbreak of 
the war. Prices of everything else 
have gone up except Interest rates 
and newspapers., even some of them 
are higher. It follows naturally that 
unless rents go up when costs of 
building have risen our housing short 
age will continue. Of course, If a 
man builds today he is allowed to 
charge a rent based on present costs 
but why should we discriminate be¬ 
tween the man who builds today and 
thus helps to provide housing for to¬ 
morrow and forget the man who built 
years ago and helped to provide the 
housing of today. 

By this time I was out of breath 
and words. He gave me another look 
more sad than wicked, “I am sorry”, 
said he, ”1 see I have been talking to 
a landlord!” His look of conter 
would have withered a cork leg. 

1 haven’t owned a house since 
1926. I had several of them long be¬ 
fore that swiftly receding date. I 
never could convince myself that we 
should treat everybody alike. In' a 
period of general inflation if we have 
ceilings they should be for every¬ 
body.; the landlord, the at-Uool teach¬ 
er. the doctor and the working man 
Hut Its the exception that proves 
the rule. Men w’ore overseas, we 
could not nhovo tin rents on those 
who were left behind. It would !»• 
been better if we had taken care of 
the soldiers families and let rents 
rise instead of taking it out of the 
landlord, but all this Involved politic¬ 


al reactions and then we face mob 

pyschology. We honor the merchant 
who brings us goods from all the 
corners of the earth but for some 
;tr. on w ft t: i at v : it t yc nrvu 
the necks of the men who provide 
U 8 with homes. Why? Heaven knows 
and Heaven wisely doesn’t answer . 

As soon as the announcement was 
made Mr. Pat Conroy. Secretary-trea 
surer of the Canadian Congress of 
Labor made a reply. Said he : 

"The government has taken anoth¬ 
er slice off the real earnings of the 
Canadian worker by raising domestic 
rental ceilings by 10 c / r ." 

The balance of his comment was 
to the effect that wages would have 
to go up. It happens that the coHts 
of housing will rise. We would be 
started on the race towards depress¬ 
ion. Continued inflation brings de¬ 
pression—there Is no escape from 
that. Even labor does not escape. I 
am thinking of the last war—not the 
recent one. Between 1914 and l!)1tf 
when wage rates moved up 42*^ and 
and cost of living moved up 45% 
real wages decreased 2%. We may 
do it again— we probably will. The 
maintenance of a steady price level 
is one of the greatest problems of 
the hour. Price controls will never 
do it. they cause more troubles than 
they cure. Some things are Insolu- 
able, this may be one of them.

WEATHER DEPOTS WILL BE SET UP 
ACROSS ROUTES OF NORTH ATLANTIC 


Uncle Joe Has A Family 


LONDON— Safer travel for airlines 
traversing North Atlantic and Scan¬ 
dinavian routes will result from es¬ 
tablishment of 13 floating weather 
stations which will operate in the At¬ 
lantic after July 1. 

These stations will collect informa¬ 
tion about weather tendencies and 
wind velocities and radio it to Lon¬ 
don for compilation into pieteorologi- 
cal bulletins to be made available to 
all countries. 

The United States will provide 
eight of the floating stations, Britain 
two—sharing maintenance of a third 
with Noway and Sweden—France 
one, and Holland and Belgium one 
between them. Provision of these ves¬ 
sels was laid down in the interna¬ 
tional agreement drawn up by the 
Provisional International Civii Air 
Organization which was signed last 
September. 

Four Royal Navy corvettes which 
convoyed merchant ships across the 
Atlantic with lend-lease cargoes dur¬ 
ing the war are being converted for 
use with this weather station fleet. 

They are the Snowflake, Thyme, 
Saxifrage and Meadowsweet, each of 
1,400 tons and of the "flower” class. 
They are being stripped of their 
armament and fitted with the latest 
radio and radar equipment. 

Shower baths, comfortable bunks 
and recreational facilities are being 
incorporated for the benefit of the 
crew who will spend 27 days at sea— 
21 on station—and 15 in port. 

When on station the vessels will be 
anchored 350 miles west of the Irish 
coast and 400 miles west of the Faroe 
Islands. 

Although the immediate personnel 
will be all male there is possibility 


that women expert meteorologists 
will accompany the corvettes at a 
later date. Supplementing the normal 
complement of the corvettes will he 
the meteorological staff of 12 officers. 
20 petty officers and 22 ratings, all 
skilled in use of radar and other navi¬ 
gational aids.

"Arthritis, the Great Mystery”—in 
the current March-April issue of the 
magazine Health, official publication 
of the Health League of Canada. Dr. 
Graham is president of the Canadian 
Rheumatism Association. 

"Although no dramatic cure for 
certain forms of arthritis has yet 
been found, there is evidence of a 
strong revival of interest by both 
physician and layman in what has 
been called the ‘forgotten disease,' ” 
Dr. "Graham says. "Over 2,500 papers 
on rheumatism have been written in 
the English-speaking world during 
the past five years and. as more and 
more scientific information is accu¬ 
mulated, bit by bit one of the great 
medical puzzles is taking form. 

"Using the term in its broadest 

hundred form* of 


sense, some two 
rheumatism have hern described, in¬ 
cluding - about one hundred different 
types of arthritis. However, the ma¬ 
jority of rheumatic patients suffer 
from one of the common varieties, 
namely; rheumatoid arthritis, osteo- 
or degenerative arthritis, rheumatic 
fever, gout, gonorrhoeal arthritis, 
fibrositis, or a phyehoneurosis with 
rheumatic symptoms.” Most of these 
forms and their relief measures are 
described in the magazine article. 

Dr. Graham says that these types 
vary greatly in their cause, mode of 
onset, symptoms and resulting dis¬ 
ability. For some a ready cure is 
available; for others treatment must 
consist of a program of undraniatic- 
measurcs which, though slow, will 
preserve joint movement and prevent 
deformity in most cases. 

Rheumatoid arthritis still presents 
the most serious problem, Dr. Wal- 
lace says. It tends to attack the
